IV. GHNGRAL ee 

The October Forecast ‘(issued and No svexber ) of 37,100,000 Bushels 
Yheat averaging 14 Busheis per acre was compiled from general reports 
ojly and was, if anything, an understatement of the then prospects. It 
Was issued on the assumption of weather conditions remaining favorable. 
[The November weather proved to be unfavorable. The foreciat now issued 
sesed on cofiditions as at end of Noverber should be more reliable as the 
available foundation data is more comprehensive. For this forecsat tke 
isusi method was followed viz:- Police Officers in the various Wheat 
Jentres furnished general reports on set forms covering definite 
tuestions and also obtained cirect individual reports on forms for the 
ouppose from a fair percentage of growers in each District. The Police 
Reports numbered 450, covering as many WEG ET LOL Es accompanied by 
incividuel re ‘dab ms~ from 2.

14,04 Bushels per acre for the State indicating thet the October estima 
was ea In view, however, of the more moderate Police Report 
and the disturbing weather conéitions subsequent ee the dates of the 
Reports anc the probability that the 26% growers ~resented the better 
grade of farmers, a conservative revision was ex ee ueed in writing up one 
detail for November. It is thovght therefore that the foregoing for ecast 
of 13.41 Bushels per acre yielding 35,475,000 Bushels is reasonably safe, 
in view of the fact that it is actually well over 1,000,0CG Bushels lower 
then the advices would justify, had they been tabulated literally.
